The prior art fails to teach or suggest a sticky loop 
comprising of three panels only, wherein the panels have the features as claimed, and 
the two foldable panels are folded to form the continuous flat loop with the entire outer 
surface having adhesive thereon. Also, no evidentiary support could be provided to 
support the position that the claimed invention would have been obvious to one having 
ordinary skill in the art.
